Exploration Wanted. 

The important principle involved in 
the injunction, « Man know thyself," is 
Boaroely less applicable to the physical 
conformation of a now country than to 
the mentalism of its people. Soared? 
a day passes that doos not afford fresh 
illustration of the neocssity for a moro 
intimate and extended koowledgo of 
British Colombia. It is soarcely credit- 
able to thoso to whom have been en- 
trusted the administration of its affairs 
that there really exists no means of aN 
fording anything liko definite and intoU 
ligent iQiormation to tho would'bo 
settler, and that no effort has boen 
made with a view to tho dissimiuation 
of reliable information respecting it in 
those denser communities from which 
it might not unreasonably bo hopod to 
draw accessions to oar meagre popula- 
tion. Exploration has been so vory 
limited and imperfect that, the "oldest 
BoitlerV knowledge of tho country may 
almost bo said to bo bounded by his 
patrimonial acres. Nor doos official 
knowledge appear to have acquired a 
muoh wider range. What, for instance, 
has a decade spent in tho vory 
innooent amusement of map-making in 
the Lands and Works Department done 
for the oouniry in so lar as affording 
solid, practical information to tho in- 
tending settler is concornod '{ True, 
we are reminded that a whole and 
comparatively complete map, now in 
course of printing at London, will 
shortly take the place of iho fragment- 
ary output of the Lands and Works 
Offioe. Bat it is to be apprehended thai 
even this will be more useful to tbo student 
of geography than to the immigrant in pur- 
suit of a homestead. The mup-rankar, in 
order to be ot real practical benefit to Bri- 
tish Columbia, ought to be the follower, Ihe 
diaoiple, rather than the lorerunner of tbe 
explorer. We have, all of us, a sort of 
general knowledge of tbe vast country about 
to form tbe Pacific province of the Dominion; 
but that knowledge is cbitfly remarkable 
for iti vagueness. Lit ary one of us be 
eloiely questioned by an intelligent seeker 
after practical and definite information, and 
a painful consciousness, if not a caudid con- 
{•••ion of ignorance, is the result. Take 
Vancouver Island, for instance, a very 
fraotion of tbe united colony. Hov» much is 
known about it? How muoh of it do we 
know anything about ? We know cert i iu 
leltlerrenis by name ; bare a tort of indis- 
tinot uotioo ot tbeir geographical relations ; 
know little or nothing about the extent of 
land still available fur settlement in each ; 
know that there is au extensive and valu- 
able aoal field at Nunaimo ; believe there is 
anotbar at Baycea Sound ; have a tolerably 
distioot koowledge of tbe existence of an 
exteosive deposit of anthracite ooal on 
Queen Charlotte Island ; think, but are not 
•are, that silver and oopper leads abound; 
have an impression that a magnificent 
atrsteh of fertile prairie land extends from 
Conox to Fort Rupert ; ,,uvu a presentiment 
of tbe existence in the centre of this island 
of a aeries of silvery loebs and fertile glens, 
a lort of paradisical country offering happy 
homes to aboat a million of people. But 
when a rigid line comes to be drawn be- 
tween tbe real and the imaginary, it ia 
foand that our knowledge is confined to tbe 
mere fringes of Vancouver Inland, both aa 
Mgarda its agricultural and its mineral re- 
sources. If our knowledge be so very 
limited in regard to this tbe oldest settled 
■eetion of tbe united colony, with its area 
of eleven thousand square miles, whet shall 
be said of the Mainland, with its two hun- 
dred and twenty thousand ? Population is 
demons ol coming to this colony. There 
are those amongst us who are in quest of 
information whioh would causa population 
to flow thither. But it is unreasonable to 
•xpeot that tbe very diss of population 
wbiob it is most important for us to obtain 
will come to w terra incognita, come whither 
they know not, to what they know not, for 
what tbey know not. Clearely, it is one ot 
tbe first duties of the Government to have 
explorations made and data compiled with a 
view to supplyirg this great want. Con- 
federation with its gigantic publio works and 
ooormous expenditure is close upon us ; and 
unleie an effort be at once n ade to direot 
population to tbe waiting ucres which ousbt 
to produoe food for the tens of thousands 
that must find employment upon our pub- 
lio works, it is to bo leared that the col- 
ony will be found in u condition but ill 
fitted to profit by tbe expenditure coneo- 
qaeut upon these great works.

— As tbe dis 
covery of Diamonds in South Africa baB 
caused public attention to be directed to 
ibis Colony, perhaps a few raudom joltings 
Irom an old correspondent residing near tbe 
glittering deposits may he acceptable lo tho 
readers ol the Culoniil, particularly to those 
who may entertain a desire lo join lbe 
throng now wendiug its way to tbo South 
Alricun Eldorudo. Without further prelude 1 
shall prooucde to ofTar a few comments on 
our 

DIAMOND FIELDS. 

The oolonial newspapers wbich I have regu- 
larly forwarded to you by the Mail Steamers, 
will have informed you of tbe oa'ure and 
extent of the ducoveries on tbe Banks of the 
Vunl River, but much ibat is miscbeviou i 
finds its way into print, and you know Irom 
personal experience Ibo direful results ol 
exciting the public micd by sensational an- 
uourjcements, that will not be»r the test ol 
verification. As a prool of this an urticlo 
appealed in the Cape papers tbe other day 
professing to bo au extract from the Chioago 
Times which I huvo no hesitation in pro- 
nouncing to bu a tissue of falsehood and 
misrepresentation. According lo the writer 
ol this munchausen production tbo yield of 
precious stones bad beeu so wondorfu'ly 
(jrolilio Ibat diamonds have become as plenti- 
ful as ' blackberries ia June,' and the Udies 
who attended lbe Court (?) of tho President 
of tbe Oiange Fteo State, nppeatod 
with their hair iu a blaze with tho lustrous 
gems. 

I trust that general publicity was not 
given to this hoax, although minor has it 
tbut shiploads ol diamocd seekers ore already 
en route Irora the Stales. Tbe most reliable 
account of Ihu Fields will be published by a 
Mr Jerome L Babe, agent ol the Winchester 
Repeating Rifle Co, who purposes, on hia ar- 
rival in America, to give the result ot bis 
exporience.s li om ao actual eojou-n at tbe 
Fields, in ihe lotm ot a pamphlet lur general 
circulation. Mr Babu is an observing, in» 
tellig'int, geutleinan and from what f know 
ol him, dopondeuco may be placed upon any- 
thing lie states. Although it was known 
three or four ye-irs ago ihat some portion ol 
the disputed territory contini, uous to tbe 
I'rans-Vaal Republic aud Orange Froe 
Statu was diamoodiferous, it was not until 
»buui 12 months ago that tho Colony was 
thrown Into a slate of ferment by lbe on- 
uooucement that several pariioa of diggurs 
had been quietly working on a hillock or 
' Kopjo' ut what is now called Klipdrili 
or Farkerlon, trid had in some instances 
ama-sed considerable loriune'. la a marvel- 
ously short space of time nompunies of tram 
3 to 6 were orguuizsd, every vehiolo capable 
of locomotion oti one or mote wheels was 
called in requisii lion arid every four footed 
beast with a go in him w.ib chartered for the 
now land of hope. The roads leading to the 
Vaal River wore aron studded with adven- 
turers whose stations in lite were indicated 
by their various moans of oonve^anoe Irom 
u comfortably equipped waggon train to a 
donkoy cart, or uvou a baud Cart, drawn and 
propelled by bipods, while many wore con- 
tent to tramp tho entire distance with their 
packs on their backs, .Mining in any shape 
your reiideis well know, is a lottery in which 
more blanks than prizes are drawn, aod it is 
well that it is 80j or the mor.il and social 
utatus of the age would boo.ii bocomc tinder- 
ininud. Tbo poor nun, if qusupcessful at 
the start, Boon exhausted, his spunty muans. 
nod had to uialjo ibo berjt ol htq way back 
ugajq poorer in person bat richer ia wisdom 
than he went. Tbosa who could allord to 
hold out lor G umniha and pitched in with tbe 
determination to give the Fields a fair trial, 
have generally been successful. Some have 
reached their thousand pounds, while others 
luvo found barely sufliuiont to de(ray ex- 
penses. 

Tho freaks of fortune have boon strange, 
men bavo gone Id the Fields more for the 
sake of curiosity or Bpeiulatinti than lor 
djgglog, and in a low days by casual search- 
ing havo found inoro diamonds thun Com- 
panies which had been working steadily for 
months. Colored labor on the spot is cheap 
so that when a man is reduced 
to pouury—or ' Btrapped ' as tho Cariboo 



Boys say — be finds himself in a hard case, 
and is more or leas dependent on tbe good 
SamantatiB of the community, of whom, ba 
it said to Ibeir credit, there nppenr to ba 
many. I know of one inetanoe where au 
apparently broken down digger applied to n 
purty comprising some Irionds of mine for 
assistance and was fed and maintained by 
them for several days. At the end of that 
time be called tbo oaptain of the party uBide 
and said, ' what I am going to tell you ia 
strictly botweon ourselves at prosont, yru 
havo been very kind to me, and I have a few 
diamonds which I am going to take back 
with me, bore is one whloh I request voa lo 
accept in return lor your kindness (offering 
a fine gem of 7 or 8 carats) bat don't breath 
it to a soul till 1 am nut of tho way, as I am 
going to tramp buck to Natal and intended lo 
abuse tbe country and my bad luok all along 
tbo road.' This eocentrio genius had dia- 
monds of considerable value in bis possession, 
hat was possessed witb tho idea Ibat be 
would bo robbed of them before bo could 
reach his home. 

The size and quality of the atones vary con- 
siderably, rangiog Irom >^ of a carat up to 
40 or 50 carats, und now aud agaia still 
larger gems aro aoearthad of GO, 70 and 80 
carala aud upwards. Alter tho first rush 
buyers were plentiful on tho fields, but with 
tho increase of diygerB the yield became too 
Ui go for tbe speculators, who soon exhausted 
their luods, end the consequence is tbut a 
large proportion Ol the diamonds uro senl 
down lor shipment from ibis port. I have 
seen some beatiliful parcels ; bat tbe Inrgest 
collection in tho hands of one merchant, con- 
sisting of about 1500, was sent home by tbe 
last mail 6teatnor. Our paperB have furnished 
statistics ol the number and value of the 
shipments known to have been made during 
the past two yoora, and th«y represent 5.802 
dianiande valued at £132-315, but that can 
only.be en approximation, for being smull 
and handy doubtless many go homo without 
being reported lor duty. 

The mode of operstioos at tho diggings 
was at first somewhat crude, but improved 
modes ol washing and sitting the gravel have 
beeu introduced by inventive geniuses. Tbo 
appliance most in u<u is wbut is called i 
'long -lorn,' with a perforated iron bottom 
Large boulders impede the diggers, rendering 
ihe labor severe and irksome for bands nn- 
praotieod in tho use of pick and shovel ; but 
two or three hours digging, they Bay, suffices 
for a day's washing, and tbe gravel is con- 
veyed in Sooicb carls to the banks of the 
river wbere tbe rest ol the operation, though 
wet aud unpleasant, is comparatively light. 
So far tbere has beeu nothing but surface 
digging. Tbe majority of the diamonds taken 
out of tbe first neb ' kopje ' which created 
such a sensation, were lound within eighteen 
ioohes from the top. Since then soma have 
Bunk thirty feel and found diamonds down 
lo ihe bed rock, but there has been no ays* 
tematio mining — it line been only digging 
and washing.. There aro eoveral mining 
camps oo both sides <f tbe Vaal, tbu com- 
bined population of which is estima'ed at 7000 
white and black. Until recently the territory 
upon which these camps stand has been u 
boue of contention between tho two neigh- 
boring Republics and certain native captains 
or chiels, The rigutful claimant of the soil 
upon which most of lbe diggers arc at present 
working, however, would soem to bo » bastard 
chief n»med Waterboer, wbo petetitioned the 
British Governmont to bo taken under its pa. 
rental protection, and tbe laud has in conse- 
quence bean proclaimed subject to Brit'sh 
rule by our Governor wbo has despatched a 
commissioner to the spot. It i3 not yet known 
whether the Homo Government will confirm 
tho act of the High Commissioner, but consi. 
daring the number ond haterogeneous naturo 
of the population, lifo and property have 
boon wonderfully secure. This 'is in a great 
measure attributable to the formation of a 
Committee clothed with powers to enforce 
measures (or social order and sanitary ob- 
servances; who havo been regarded in the 
light cf that terror to evil doers, a ' Viglance 
Commilteo.' A codo of regulations was im- 
mediately framed by these geutlemen which 
everybody was require J to sign within a 
certain time altor his arrival on pais of being 
kicked ont of the camp, and woo betide tbo 
individual who attempted any resistance. 
When the President of tho Transvaal Republic 
reached the diggings with a view of proclaim- 
ing it Dutch Territory, bs waB tit once called 
upon to sign the rules or to look out for 
squalls. Mr Pretorius, of course, loit his 
presidentb.1 dignity hurt at tho idea of making 
himself a ' freo miner,' and subject to rules 
imposed by tho very people upon whom he 
sought to impose his own authority, but as I 
am told, uupleasant hints were thrown out 
about nn application of tar and feathers, and 
Mynheer bad no alternative but to 'cave in' 
and enrol himself. 

A good deal lias been said to alarm stran- 
gers about the beat ol tho diamond fields, but 
I am assured by those who have just returned 
I'rcrii there (and this is tho hotleit iousun of 
tho year) that tho heat is by no means op. 
•ressive. Uf course In these latitudes one 
may expect ihe summer season to be hot and 
dusty, but for 7 or 8 months out of tho t'J, 
the climate ia considered as lino and healthy 
as can be found anywhere. 

The nearest practicable route to tho Fields 
is from this port. Natal and Capo Town are 
tryiug to mislead by holding oul delusive iu- 
ducemonts to come that way, but this U the 
pur; whence thrj Fields draw all their supplies 
and Port Blixabeth is not only geographic 
oally nearer to tho diggings, but there are 
t»o or three main roads from this placa to 
Vaal Rivor passing through different inland 
towns whero supplies of all kinds can bo pro- 
cured—advantages pesseHsod by neither ot the 
other starting points. vVithin tho last six 
weeks I should Bay 200 fresh arrivals— mostly 
Englishmen, but including a few Austalians 
and some foreigner!— have loft this place for 
tho Fields nil of whom readily foutid moans 
of conveyance. Tho chnrgo for a passage to 
Fields (exclusive of provisions) varlos accord- 
ing to oircumstanco9 from say $25 to $50. 
Tbe distance il reckoned at about ilk miles 
and occupies with an ox and waggon about 
a month or livo weeks j with a cart and four 
horsos about twelve days. Some of the recent 
arrivals hooked right through to tho Fields, 
and were duly forwarded in comfortable 
wagons, but the majority formod themselves 
into parties of about 10 or 12 nnd hired a 
wagon between them for about X70. Tho 
ch:irgo may soom high bu.t il is only common- 
Biiralo with tho risk of Umnr; eomo of tho 
oaou and tho length af tiiuo ocuupied iu the 
journey, 

After thla long yarn it may bo as well to 
give my conclusions for tho guidunco aj the 
uninitiated. Tiny may bo aiimmod up in n 
few words. 

I-et no person think of relinquishing auy 
remunerative or certain moans ol employment 
fur a chance iu tho diamond lottorv. 

As great priios aro to bo drawn, any man 
without local ties or cpecial inducements to 
romaln a fixture and who has musclu and 
stnminn with sufheiont money to back his 
efforts cannot do amiss to try bis band at the 
venture. To such men I should say como by 
all means, thoro is plenty of room for all. 

Any intonded diggor ahoulrl reserve his out. 
fit until his arrival hero where ho can better 
B,sci'rta,iL what his requirements may be, and can 
procure everything- suitable for tho purposo 
cheapor probab'.y than ho could import them, 



In tho nbsenco of Btesmers sailing direot for 
the Caps tbe most expeditious way of reaching 
tbo Colony, is by tho regular traders plying 
between Boston and this portj which usually 
make the passage in 60 days and sometimes 
less. 

Tho summer timo, i. e. between the months 
ot November and February, should, if possible, 
not be Belected foi arrival here. 

Tradesmen and mechanics will make th« 
most suitable class for Immigration as they 
ueed not depend entirely upon their suocese 
In the diamond Golds for Bupport. 

No man is recommended to turn digger who 
connot laud here with at least $250 in his 
pocket. 

Diamonds may possibly doclino in value 
from a superabundant supply, but tbere need 
be no apprehension of the fields being over- 
crowded or worked out since the precious 
gorus aro already known to exiBt over an area 
of 150 miles or thereabouts, and as soon as 
one rich deposit ia worked out another is pros« 
pectcd and causas a rush.
